Mabel Champion, on trial for first

IN AMERICA 


This little shop is a Colonial shoemaking 
shop preserved intact by the Essex Insti- 
tute at Salem, Mass., with benches and 
tools, just as the shoemakers left it. It 
is surprising what .cxcellent work was 
turned out with simple tools and crudely 
tanned leather. But-pride of craftaman- 
ship existed in Colonial daysjust as among

Harding administration in the licht 
of international relations. 

By the lead it took in the 
conference, the secretary 
by its efforts toward harmeny 
of the western 
hemisphere, American (Govern- 
ment during the past 20 montns his 
set a record of accomplishment far 
beyond what was expected of it when 
the new administration came into 
power. 

So far as Europe is 
Hughes declared, President 
and his advisers always ha 
ready to lend a helpin:s 
it would do the most good. but are 
not willing to fritter away the in- 
fiuencé of the United States %-y in- 
tervention in controversies that tre 
rooted in age-old national rivalries. 

Chief ‘Troubic in Purope. 

“The chief trouble at this time itn 
continued, “is that the 
great Powers have not been able to 
agree as to questions which, being 
distinctly European questions, djrect- 
ly concern them, and their want of 
agreement is due to different 
ceptions of essential naticona! yolicy. 
For us, international co-operation 
does not mean that we should em- 
broil ourselves in controversies not 
involving our own interest..” 

The secretary added that he 
lieved a way might be found for 
United States to participate formal- 
ly in the selection of judges in the 
recently organized internationai 
court of justice, a prospect which 
from the first had had the sympathy 
of this government.

Toward the people of Mexico, the 
Secretary said the United States en- 
tertains only the friendliest senti- 
ment, although it is unwilling to 
recognize any Mexican internal pol- 
icy based upon confiscatory measures 
against foreigners. He alluded also 
to the Near Eastern situation, re- 
declaration that the 
American Government, although in-

the Near Eastern settlement, cannot 
appropriately attend The Lausanne 
peace conference because it was 
called to settle a war to which the 
United Staes was not a party. 

Secretary Hughes began his ad- 
dress with a eulogy to Senator Hen- 
ry Cabot Lodge, chaimman of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations and 
Republican leader of the Senate.

than that with which this adminis- 
tration was required to deal. it took 
Office two years and nearly four 
months after the armistice, but we 
were yet at war.

-the American people would never 
consent to assume any obligation, 
moral or legal, which would fetter 
their appropriate freedom of action 
in unknown contingencies. 

“While we have been justly solicit- 
ous of American rights and interests 
in every part of the world, we have 
been eager to do all within our pow- 
er, in accordance with the genius of 
our institutions, to promote peaceful 
settlements and international co-op- 
eration: We favor, and always have 
favored, an international court of 
justice for the determination accord- 
ing to judicial standards of justicia- 
ble disputes.

The map of Missouri is made in 
two sizes; 44% by 50 inches, which 


sells for 50 cents and 21% by 24 
inches, which sells for 20 cents.
